796 and 847, without regard to the disposition of the arrest or

of any charges. However, this section does not apply to any

offense listed in s. 775.084 (1) (b)l. Determination of the

petition under this section should be by a preponderance of the
evidence. A conviction expunged under this section is deemed to
have been vacated due to a substantive defect in the underlying

criminal proceedings. If a person is adjudicated not guilty by

reason of insanity or is found to be incompetent to stand trial

for any such charge, the expunction of the criminal history

record shall not prevent the entry of the judgment or finding in

state and national databases for use in determining eligibility

to purchase or possess a firearm or to carry a concealed
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firearm, as authorized at s. 790.065(2) (a)d4.c., and 18 U.S.C. s.

922 (t), nor shall it prevent any governmental agency that is

authorized by state or federal law to determine eligibility to

purchase or possess a firearm or to carry a concealed firearm

from accessing or using the record of the judgment or finding in

the course of such agency's official duties.
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
